In uncovering the mystery of large 
quantities of whiskey 
and 
other 
liquor* stolen from the Colonial Hotel 
in the past few months, 
Detective 
Charles S. White professes 
to ex­ 
plain how so many soldier* 
Gettysburg have been able 
liquor in York. 
When VV .Ute on Saturday 
noon arrested a colored man who for­ 
merly worked at the Colonial, and the 
latter implicated the kitchen steward 
and declared him to be the leader in 
the thieving enterprise; aUo when it 
wa* admitted that case* of whiskey 
had been placed in an 
automobile 
which hauled soldier* back to Gettys- 
, burg and when it wa* also admitted 
that quart* and pints ani half pints 
• were sold to soldiers, it became pretty 
clear that a lot of soldier* 
were 
drinking expensive whiskey, which had 
been .stolen from the Colonial. It wa. 
roughly estimated that between $300 
and $400 worth of wet goods had been 
disposed of in this way. 
Robert McPherson, .proprietor of 
the hotel, estimates hi* lo.** a* a little 
over $200. 
Most of the liquor wa* 
of the best brands and of the highest 
prices. 
It included both whiskey and 
gin. 
Melvin I*. Sherrill, 
aged twenty 
eight, white, the hotel steward, and 
Raymond Garfield Nick, aged twenty, 
a cook, the steward residing at the 
hotel and Nick at 36 East Charles 
alley, are in the York County jail, 
charged with the offense,

American Wounded Show Great 
Spirit. Troops at Front Ac­ 
quit themselves well. 


Captain Paul R. Sieber say* in a 
letter to his mother, Mr*. L. L. Sieber, 
West Middle street: 
“ We are still continuing to be very 
busy, another train load just arriv­ 
ing last night. 
We have been running 
at full capacity for some time now. 
I am on the go from early morning 
until late at night. 
I tell you they 
are a sad looking lot when we get 
them here, but alb so cheerful consid 
ering everything. They are just what 
you would expect Americans to be and 
are giving a good account of them­ 
selves up at the front. 
At time* it 
make* one'* heart ache to see them 
and our people at home should be 
proud of them and the thing* they 
are doing to help finish the war for 
the right. 
“In my work here, a* I had at the 
front, I *ee every kind of wound im­ 
aginable ann some that can hardly 
be imagines! unless seen. 
It is really 
remarkable how many narrow escape* 
one sees, for one inch either way in 
the course of th? missile would have 
made quite a different story. 
From a 
scientific point of view it is extremely 
interesting a* well as instructive. 
"VV? have a most beautiful place 
here, almost ideal in location for tak­ 
ing care of the wounded, and the gov­ 
ernment ha* made every effort to give 
us facilities equal to those of the best 
hospital* m the state* to care for the 
men. 
A* I have told you before the 
surrounding country is beautiful, right 
in the heart of the Loire valley, the 
garden of France. 
One only has to 
walk a short distance to 
the most 
beautiful gardens alway* fille! 
with 
flower*, beautiful vine* and every inch 
of the soil utilized for some product 
or other. 
VV hat a great difference it 
ii to compare thi* untouched ground 
with that which ha* been overrun and 
devastated by the enemy. 
"Poor France, I often wonder when 
this is all over, how long it will take 
for her to return, if she ever can, to 
what she wa*. 
Truly she has given 
all, but everything in her effort to 
drive off the barbarou> invader*. 
I 
say barbarous because I know ani 
have seen with my own eye*. 
But 
the day will come w-nen the books will 
be balanced.”
